Former World’s Champion James J. | Jeffries a Holstein Man 


That the Holstein boom is still active in California is 
evidenced by the average of the Rhodes-McAllister Com- 
bination Sale held at Rivera, California, on September 19th 
and 20th. There was a total of 105 Holsteins sold in the 
two days for the sum of $43,907.50 or an average of $418.10 
apiece, which is the highest average of any sale held this 
year, with the exception of the great Detroit sale, and it 
is the fourth Holstein sale in 1916 to exceed the $300 aver- 
age. The crowd present was a disappointment in regard 
to number, however, only about one hundred and fifty 
buyers being present, which is the smallest attendance so 
far at any large Holstein sale yet held in California. Very 
noticeable, however, was the fact that almost every man 
present was interested in the purebred game and the great 
majority of the cattle sold went into new hands, which 
will help spread the popularity of the breed throughout 
the State. 

The highest price was paid for the three months old bull 
calf, King Paul Korndyke Vale, consigned by McAllister 
& Sons and purchased by James J. Jeffries. The calf was 
the chief attraction of the sale, weighing 430 pounds when 
one hundred and fifteen days old and his size was remarked 
by several breeders as being the largest they had ever 
seen for an animal of his age. The bidding was started at 
$700 and was rapidly run up to $1,200, where it lagged 
several minutes and really seemed destined to stay. Im- 
mediately a group of breeders began to form on the 
outside of the ring and hastily formed a company in which 
to buy the calf. In the meantime T. E. Getzelman, the 
well known Illinois breeder and owner of the famous King 
Segis Pontiac, made a bid of $1,300 on the calf and from 
that time on the bids came fast and heavy until he was 
finally knocked off at $2,000, which is probably the highest 
price ever paid for a son of King Korndyke Sadie Vale, 
whose first eight daughters to freshen as two-year olds 
average over 24 lbs. of butter, which is over two pounds 
higher than the first eight daughters of any other bull. 

He is sired by King Segis De Kol Korndyke, who is the 
sire of the world’s champion junior four year old, Mabel 
Segis Korndyke, and his dam is Sadie Vale Concordia 4th, 
who is the only 41 Ib. cow to have a 38 Ib. daughter, the 
two holding the world’s records for mother and daughter 
for both seven and thirty days. 

The dam of King Paul Korndyke Vale is Sadie Cornu- 
copia Wayne, who has a record of 31.42 Ibs. of butter in 
seven days and who is a sister to the California State 
record cow, Alba Cornucopia Creetia, who made 34.14 Ibs. 
of butter. Her sire, Sir Sadie Cornucopia, is out of the 
frst 30-lb. cow, Sadie Vale Concordia, and his sire’s dam 
is the first 34-Ib. cow, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline. The 
two nearest dams of King Paul Korndyke Vale aver- 
age 36.24 Ibs. of butter, which is the highest average of 
any calf ever born in the West. and his six nearest dams 
average 32.30 lbs. of butter, which was announced at the 





ring to be the highest average of any calf ever offered at 
public sale in the United States. 

The new owner of the calf, James J. Jeffries, will be 
remembered as the one time world’s champion heavy- 
wight prize fighter and probably as the most noted boxer 
that the world has ever seen. Mr. Jeffries, since his re- 
tirement from the fighting game, has gone back to the 
soil and purchased a ranch at Burbank, California, near 
Los Angeles. He recently became interested in the pure- 
bred Holstein cattle owned by one of his neighbors, 
Charles Anderson, and accompanied by that gentleman 
he visited the sale with the intention of buying only a few 
head for his farm. While at the sale, however, he acquired 
the Holstein fever and became the largest purchaser of 
cattle at the auction. The Holstein game seems to at- 
tract men from every walk of life, U. S. senators, bank 
presidents, baseball pitchers and champions of the prize 
ring. The last named James J. Jeffries, is probably far 
better known to the American public than anyone else in- 
terested in purebred cattle. 

Mr. Jeffries also bought the next highest priced ani- 
mal, King Segis Pontiac Jannek, for $1800, which adds 
another high priced son to the already large list enjoyed 
by that noted bull, King Segis Pontiac. This again es- 
tablishes King Segis Pontiac’s claim relative to being the 
sire of more high priced bulls than another other sire of 
the breed, his only other rival appearing to be, in this re- 
spect, his own son, King Segis Pontiac Alcartra. The 
dam of King Segis Pontiac Jannek is Jannek Albina De 
Kol 3d, who has a record of 29.71 lbs. of butter in seven 
days and 116.5 lbs. in thirty days, and who won 2nd prize 
at the New York State Fair after having been in milk 
nine months. She is the dam of Albina Butter Boy, who 
is the sire of Albina Josie, the first heifer in the world 
to make over 33 lbs. of butter with first calf, and and who 
recently completed a record of 40.12 lbs. of butter in Mr. 
Cabana’s herd. King Segis Pontiac Jannek was, without 
doubt, one of the grandest individuals ever led into a sales 
ring and in the words of Barney Kelley, “he could look 
over a church and drink out of a jug.” He inherited his 
fine show ring qualities from both his dam and sire, who 
were both famous prize winning animals, and if he is ever 
shown at the State Fair, it would be a pretty safe predic- 
tion that he would walk away with the championship hon- 
ors. He is the third son of King Segis Pontiac to sell at 
$1500 or over at public sale in California in the last year, 
the first being King Segis Pontiac Emperor, the former 
herd sire in the herd of A. W. Morris & Sons and who 
was sold for $2000 at the Morris-McAlister Combination 
sale at Sacramento on October 6th and 7th, 1915. The 
second was King Segis Wayne Pontiac, who was out of 
the 30.92-lb. cow, Elsie Veeman Wayne, a daughter of 
Sir Veeman Hengerveld and who was sold for $1500 at 
the Welch Dispersion sale on June 28, 1915. The aver- 
age records of the dams of these three bulls to sell for 

































































































































































$5300 was less than 25 lbs. of butter each, which would 
seem to indicate that King Segis Pontiac still occupies a 
high position in the estimation of the breeders, at least 
in California. 


The third highest price was $1500, which was paid for 
Prince Riverside Walker by W. J. Higdon. He was born 
January 7, 1913, and like his famous sire, Prince Gelsche 
Walker, mottled in color, although perhaps not quite ap- 
proaching his sire in individuality. His dam is Aaggie 
Acme of Riverside, who made 28.35 Ibs. of butter in seven 
days and 808.82 Ibs. in a year, and she is the dam of Aaggie 
Acme of Riverside 2d, who made 28.46 lbs. of butter in 
seven days and 1095 lbs. in a year, her record being the 
fourth largest ever made in the junior four-year-old di- 
vision for 365 days. The sire of Prince Riverside Walker 
is Prince Gelsche Walker, who was recently purchased 
for $12,500 by Mrs. Anita M. Baldwin from A. W. Morris 
& Sons and who is the sire of two California state record 
cows. Since the dam of Prince Gelsche Walker, Gelsche 
Walker, made her 30-lb. record last year, making her the 
third cow in the only three generation of cows in the 
world to each make over 125 lbs. of butter in thirty days, 
his get have been in greater demand than probably the 
offspring of any other bull in California. At the Gilker- 
son-Waldon Dispersion sale last September at Hanford, 
one of his sons, Prince Gelsche Walker Korndyke, out of 
a 26-lb. cow, was bought by Mr. Kiesal of Sacramento for 
$4000, the highest price ever paid in the West for a bull 
at public sale. Seven of the daughters of Prince Gelsche 
Walker were sold at the Morris-McAlister sale last Oc- 
tober for $5060, or an average of 632.50 each, which is one 
of the highest averages ever obtained for as many daugh- 
ters of one bull at public auction. A number of his daugh- 
ters were sold by A. W. Morris & Sons to Mrs. Anita M. 
Baldwin for $1250 each, and $2000 was refused for one of 
his heifers by Mrs. Baldwin,—Miss Valley Mead De Kol 
Walker, who afterwards broke the California senior two- 
year-old record by making 25.68 lbs. of butter from 538 
ibs. milk in seven days, and 100.12 lbs. butter from 2304.6 
Ibs. milk in thirty days. 

The highest price paid for any of the cows was $1300 
for Christena Overton Mechthilde 4th by F. W. Hansen. 
She made 31.70 lbs. of butter in seven days and milked 
105 lbs. of milk in a day or semi-official test. Christena 
Overton Mechthilde 4th is a young cow, having been born 
May 9, 1911, and looks capable of even bettering her rec- 
ord at next freshening. Her nine months old daughter, 
sired by a grandson of King of the Pantiacs, was also 
bought by Mr. Hansen for $500. 

Forrest View Wayne Korndyke, a granddaughter of 
King Segis Pontiac, who recently made 27.93 lbs. of but- 
ter as a four-year-old, and who was declared by the herds- 
man to be the best candidate in Mr. Rhodes’ herd for 
35 lbs., was sold for $1180 to the Pacific States corpora- 
tion. This cow milked as high as 112 lbs. of milk in one 
day on semi-official test and would have undoubtedly come 
close to the world’s record in her class for 365 days if she 
had not been dispersed with the herd. Her yearling 
daughter, sired by Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th, who is 
out of the 34-lb. cow, Tweede De Kol Lass, the dam of 
the first 44-lb. cow, was bought by McAlister & Sons of 
Chino, Cal., for $500. Her nine-months-old daughter, 
sired by De Kol Hartog Pontiac, was bought by Mr. F. 
W. Hansen for $350. 

Whittier De Kol Homestead Rowena, who was her- 
alded as the best cow ever owned at the Whittier State 
School and who recently made 28.94 lbs. of butter in seven 
days, and 119.95 lbs. in thirty days from 2762.5 lbs. of 


milk, milking as high as 100 lbs. of milk in one day, was - 


sold for $1100 to the Pacific States Corporation. Her 
daughter was purchased by P. H. Krich for $315. 


Novelty Pauline 2d, who made 29.57 Ibs. of butter in 
seven days, sold for $725 to James J. Jeffries, and Eva 
Riverside of Twolumme, who held the California State 
record as a senior two-year-old, of 25.10 lbs. of butter in 
seven days, sold for $800 to H. E. Vogel. 


Sir Skylark Ormsby Hengerveld Pet 2d, who milked 
as high as 82 lbs. of milk in one day as a junior two-year- 
old and whose butter record was almost 19 lbs. for seven 
days, sold for $400. Her sire is a son of King of the Pon- 
tiacs and out of a 24-lb. daughter of King Segis Pontiac. 
Segis Spring Farm Korndyke Lass, who is a daughter of 
Spring Farm King Pontiac and out of 26.06-lb. cow, sold 
for $600 to James J. Jeffries. She recently made 15.17 lbs. 
of butter from 293 lbs. of milk in seven days, being one 
of the first daughters of her widely advertised sire to 
freshen. Fayne Spring Farm Pontiac De Kol. another 
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daughter of Spring Farm King Pontis 
21.55-Ib. cow, sold for $375. tt and out of g 
The highest priced heifer was K. P i 
who was sired by King of the Pontiacs MF pc: Beryl 
Ib. cow.

One of 
his daughters, Stem Winder Karen Tilly Alcartra, out of 
an untested cow, was bought by A. W. Morris & Sons 
for $550 and they also paid $400 and $310, respectively 
for two of his other daughters.

Winter Courses at Cornell 


The announcement of the winter courses of the State 
College of Agriculture at Cornell University sets the date 
from November 8 to February 17, a full twelve weeks 
period. The date of opening the winter course has been 
set after election day, so there may be no conflict between 
voting at home and registration at the college, since the 
winter courses are ordinarily taken by practical farmers, 
dairy managers, poultrymen, and others engaged in the 
business of agriculture. Farmers’ week at Cornell is in- 
cluded in the last week of the winter course, February 
12 to 17. 

As in preceding years, the college announces a course 
in general agriculture, which is taken for the most part 
by those attending the winter session for the first time. 
In addition there are special courses in dairy industry, 
poultry husbandry, fruit growing, flower growing, and 
vegetable gardening. In the course in general agriculture 
students may select special lines of study in various de- 
partments, including a course on the diseases of dairy 
cattle and another on veterinary hygiene, both of these 
being given in the’New York State College of Veterinary 
Medicine.

XVI. Fitting a Cow for an Advanced Registry Test 


The best preparation for large ad- 
vanced registry records is in proper 
breeding. The quickest way to get a 
herd properly bred is through the in- 
‘fluence of the sire. Presumably this 
article is to be on the care and manage- 
ment and the feeding of cows that are 
to be tested for advanced registry but 
the writer cannot refrain from intro- 
ducing it with a few words on breeding. 
There is not much to be said on the 
feeding of animals about to be tested. 
The grain mixtures to be recommended 
are based on a few simple principles 
that can be put in a few words and 
those words will be given a little further 
along. 

A farmer who is going to test his 
animals regularly and keep it up must 
school himself to the point where he 
will be willing to pay big money for 
the head of his herd. No volumes on 
fitting or on feeding are going to help 
him any nor make large records for him 
on animals that haven’t been well bred 
from, the start to give them the consti- 
tution and capacity to handle the feed necessary to pro- 
duce the milk and fat. 

Therefore study the breeding of your herd and the in- 
dividuals and study the breeding of those animals that 
are making the big records all the time. Then the sooner 
that you get the sire with the right kind of breeding and 
get the right kind of breeding in the cows to which he 
can be bred the sooner the large records will come to 
your herd. We do not mean by this that feed and care 
are not important for they are all important. But first 
of let us get the cows and the bull and get to breeding 
right. 

Then right on top of breeding comes experience. And 
the only way to get experience in testing is to test. A 
great many young breeders hesitate to begin testing be- 
cause they think too much of the expense of it. It is 
expensive. All really good things are rather expensive. 
But the plunge has to be taken sooner or later and the 
sooner the better. The easiest time to put an A.R.O. 
record on a cow is when she is a heifer. Each year makes 
the requirement that much higher. Even if the records 
are’ low they are always worth more than they cost. It is 
so much better to say that this or that cow has an A. R. O. 
record than to try to sell her or her calf when she has no 
record at all. If she is registered she is entitled to a rec- 
ord.. And any farmer with any knowledge of feeding at 
all can at least cause his animals to make requirements. 
Many times he will be surprised with the results. 

So begin and begin now. With a beginning will come 
experience and interest. Then will come the great desire 
to have the best that is going and with those with common 
sense this means the beginning of their real success in the 
dairy farming business. 

Before beginning the actual feeding suggestions the 
writer wishes to quote a little from a bulletin written by 
Professor T. I... Heacker of Minnesota. In the handling 
of highly bred animals and particularly of those we expect 
to test kindness and even pampering will bring in good re- 
turns. Professor Haecker says this very well and we take 
the liberty to quote him. 

“We know of many instances where the best of dairy 
cows were kept, and where good methods of feeding were 
practiced; and still results fell far short of what might 
reasonably be expected, simply because the animals did 
not receive that kindly treatment which is so essential to 
a cow giving much milk over a long period. The herd as 
a whole should always be moved slowly. Never hurry 
a cow or strike her or speak loudly or harshly. A gentle 
voice and a caressing touch are quite as potent as is di- 
gestible protein. If you so hanndle the cows that they 
are found of you, you have learned one of the most import- 
ant lessons that lead to profitable dairying. The most suc- 
cessful milk-producers are always in close touch with every 
cow in the herd. The milk-produrer has to do with 
motherhood, in which affection always plays an important 





part. A cow’s affection for the calf 
prompts the desire to give it milk: ul 
you gain her affection she will desire 2 
give you milk. If you have not been in 
the habit of caressing the cows the ‘ee 
to inaugurate the practice is when they 
approach the time of calving, as it jg at 
that particular time when they tak 
kindly to grooming and to gentle rok. 
bing of the udder.” 

_ In taking up suggestions for the feed. 
ing. and management of animals that 
are to be tested we will take the heifers 
first. The preparation of a heifer for 
testing must begin when she is born 
She must be grown well and even be 
kept fat from the start. Much has been 
said about getting young stock too fat 
and thus destroying their dairy qualities 
and inducing them to lay on fat after 
calving rather than to turn all the feed 
into milk and butter fat. Some careful 
experiments have been made by Pro- 
fessor Eckles on this point and the re- 
sults seem to favor keeping the heifer 
in good condition all the time and even 
somewhat fat for the best results in test when the time 
comes. Eckles fed one heifer on rich and abundant ra- 
tions from birth to calving while another was kept poor 
and thin. After calving the milk of the well-fed heifer 
tested over 4 per cent. while that of the poor heifer tested 
about 3 per cent. After calving the fat heifer declined in 
weight and the percentage of fat in the milk remained 
about constant. The weight of the thin heifer remained 
about the same. After several weeks the weight of the 
fat heifer became constant and the percentage of fat in 
the milk declined somewhat. In the end the percentage of 
fat in the milk of both heifers was practically the same for 
the remainder of the lactation period. Observation by 
others has led to the same conclusion. Therefore it would 
seem to be wise to grow heifers well and fatten them some- 
what before calving. There is no evidence to show that 
heifers treated in this way will be of poorer dairy tem- 
perament than heifers of the same breeding that have 
been grown on less grain and more roughage, heifers that 
have made equally good growth in frame but are not so 
fat at time of calving. 

It may be well to let heifers that are to be tested after 
their first calf get well developed before breeding. This 
means to breed them to drop their first calves at thirty 
months. The strain of testing the first lactation and con- 
sequent high milk production may keep them from grow- 
ing as well during this first lactation period. Then it 1s 
a good plan to milk them a full twelve months this first 
lactation period to form a habit of holding out well. 

Good silage and legume hay is the foundation of the 
ration in the preparation period. The list of grains from 
which to choose is not long. Corn, oats, barley, wheat 
bran and oil meal are enough to choose from. A good 
mixture is: 

30 pounds of corn meal or hominy, 
30 pounds of wheat bran. 

30 pounds of ground oats, 

10 pounds of oil meal, 

Barley might be substituted for the corn meal and oats 
in part. This is simply a good growing ration and a fat- 
tening ration when fed in sufficient quantity. The feeder 
will feed enough in connection with the roughage to get 
the heifers as fat as he thinks they should be. This will 
mean four to six pounds a day, practically, from one year 
old to the time of calving, except on the very best of 
pasture. 

The same mixture does very well for mature cows that 
are to be tested. Sometimes it is necessary to feed mature 
animals 10 to 12 pounds per day to get them in proper 
condition. It is the usual custom to rest cows that are to 
be tested a long period before. It has always seemed to 
the writer that a period longer than twelve weeks is not 
necessary and perhaps detrimental to the best interests ot 
the breed if the rest period is longer than eight to tet 
weeks.

done in the winter months. _ Cows to 
he tested seem to do better if they ae 
kept cool but free from drafts. One oO 
the largest breeders, who has made 
some very good records in the past 
year, keeps his test cows in a stable 
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that is practically open in pleasant 
weather. He keeps his animals free 
from drafts but the temperature of 
the stable is low and there is ‘practi- 
cally as much fresh air as out of doors. 
In preparing cows for test this is good 
pYactice also and the cows should be 
kept blanketed. It goes almost with- 
out saying that they must be given 
water at least two times daily and 
have about an ounce of salt daily. 
Everything that can be done for their 
comfort will be paid for many times 
over if they are bred right to start 
with. 


Preparing Cows for Test 
By H. LYNN and W. A. SALISBURY 


We are indebted to Supt. H. Lynn 
for the following account of how cows 
are handled at Avondale Farms, 
Brockville, Ont., Can., when in prep- 
aration for test. This is particularly 
timely in view of the current article 
by Prof. Savage on “Fitting a, Cow 
for an Advanced Registry Test.” As 
Mr. Lynn has developed no less than 
fifteen 30 lb. cows, including a 41 Ib., 
a 37 Ib., two 36 Ib. and a 35 Ib. cow, 
his method is entitled to some study 
at the hands of all Holstein breeders. 

Mr. Lynn says: 

Might say, just to begin with, that 
some breeders, in fact many breeders, 
imagine that in order to have a cow 
make a creditable record that she 
must have a long rest. No doubt 
many records have been made by 
many breeders where such conditions 
have existed—where they have had a 
rest for six months or nearly so. 
Hence, so many of our young breed- 
ers do not feel as though they can 
afford to have their good cows, as it 
is the good cows that make them 


their profits, go dry so long. I think 
the fitting of a cow for test should be 
considered, to a certain extent, all 
through her milking ~eriod. Perhaps 
the reason for the long rest is be- 
cause so many of our breeders allow 
their animals to milk themselves down 
too much in flesh. I think the care- 
taker should pay considerable more 
attention to seeing. that the animal 
does not take too much from her back 
to put in the pail. She should have a 
certain amount of nourishment to 
keep her in at least fair condition, 
some cows, of course, requiring much 
more than others. I have been han- 
dling cows for test for several years 
and have made many of the highest 
records by animals that have had from 
six weeks to three months rest. This 
includes the world’s greatest cow, 
May Echo Sylvia, who has created the 
greatest sensation the dairy world has 
ever known. Being hardly dry at time 
of freshening, we aimed on giving her 
six weeks, but at time of freshening

All animals six months old or 
older, at time of sale, must have 
passed a tuberculin test, conducted 
by a state-authorized veterinarian.

The Practicability of Milking Machines 


By PAUL W. WING 


ficial results. The machine should, 
to be valuable, improve rather than 
impair the already perilous condition 
of the labor question. Finally since 
it is a mechanical device it should be 
simple and durable. 

There is no question but that most 
machines on the market to-day can 
milk most cows. The question that 
the farmer wants answered is, ‘How 
much milk will that machine get?” 
Some machines will get more than 
others just the same as some people 
will get more at hand milking than 
others. Then, too, the man operating 
the machine must have, not scientific 
mechanical training, but just enough 
common sense to be able to know 
when the cow is dry and how to give 
the machine the proper care. Before 
the cups are put on the teats the oper- 
ator should be certain that the milk 
has started down into the teats, and 
after the teat-cups are in position he 
should be sure that the cow is milk- 
ing freely before he leaves her to at- 
tend another cow. If a man will al- 
low the machine to help him he can 
do as much work alone as three men 
ean dv milking ene cow at a time by 
hand; this is a saving that anyone, 
having over ten cows to milk should 
seriously consider as being equally as 
important as using a team and mower 
to cut his hay rather than cutting it 
with the old fashioned sickle. 

It is a well known fact that regular- 
ity of habit is more beneficial to cows 
than any other animals as regards 
production. If one desires the maxi- 
mum production from a cow, whether 
on test or not, he is very sure to have 
the cow milked regularly and by the 
same person each time, for that per- 
son is more likely to have uniform 
strength of pull and squeeze and gen- 
eral manipulation in milking. It is in 
regularity that mechanical milking is 
far ahead of hand milking. The ma- 
chine treats the cow in the same way 
every time. It always has the same 
strength of pull and squeeze and at 
the same speed and therefore gets the 
cow into the habit of letting her milk 
flow freely. There is never any in- 
jury to the cow’s teats from squeezing 
open old sores or from making new 
sores as a result of squeezing too 
hard. It is the experience of men 
operating the machines that injuries 
to the teats resulting from barbed 
wire cuts or from their being stepped 
on, heal up much more quickly when 
machine milking than with hand milk- 
ing. 

No one needs to enlarge on the in- 
creasing difficulty of getting compe- 
tent men to work on the farm and 
milk from ten to twenty cows twice 
a day. With any good machine one 
should be able to milk single handed 
at least twenty cows an hour besides 
weighing and emptying his milk. This 
goes a long way toward solving the 
problems of farm labor, for not only 
does it lessen the actual work but it 
also puts a farmer in a position to 
have more men to choose from, for 
the simple reason that the farm hands 
do not have to sit down under the 
cows twice a day and suffer the dis- 
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comforts of hand milkin

Milking machines of the better type 
are to-day so constructed that they 
may be depended upon from a me. 
chanical standpoint. They are oper. 
ated in a manner that is easy to up. 
derstand. They contain fewer Parts 
such as milk tubes, rubber teat sup- 
plings, complicated springs and levers 
and inaccessable parts where milk 
may lodge and escape cleaning opera- 
tions. There are many farms where 
milking machines have been in con. 
stant use daily for years. In some 
places the same machines have been 
running for ten years with a remark- 
ably low expense for up-keep and re- 
pairs, What other piece of farm ma- 
chinery gives the same amount of ser- 
vice? 

Another surprising feature in con- 
nection with mechanical milking is the 
fact that dairies which produce certi- 
fied milk are finding that clean milk 
can be produced by the machines 
more cheaply and with more certainty 
than by hand milking. This may be 
explained by the fact that the milk 
pails are entirely covered and that the 
milk is conveyed from the teats to the 
pails in tubes which are easily steril- 
ized, also that all the air which enters 
the pail or tubes for relief must pass 
through a cotton filter which holds all 
dust and dirt from passing into the 
pail. The points where care must be 
taken are in the cleansing of the ap- 
paratus and the udder and teats of the 
cow. Some machines, now manufac- 
tured, are very adaptable to the pro- 
duction of certified milk. 

When buying a machine the intend- 
ing purchaser will do well to consider 
the company back of the machine, its 
history and reputation, and the opera- 
tion of the machine in the field. One 
should study the principle of the ma- 
chine and the action in the teat cups. 
He should buy such a machine as is 
simple and easily understood and 
manipulated; one which is well made 
and durable, having no excess of tubes 
and couplings; one that may be readilv 
taken apart, washed and sterilized. He 
will then, if he uses the small amount 
of necessary common sense, have a 
truly practicable milking machine— 
one which is now just as essential to 
dairying as is the cream separator and 
the power churn.—Cornell Country- 
man for October.

Dairy Day at Litchfield, IIl., attend- 
ed by over 50,000 persons, was cele- 
brated with such success last Satur- 
day (Oct. 7) that the business men of 
the town are now circulating a peti- 
tion for the purpose of forming a per- 
manent association to make it an an- 
nual three-day event.

It would probably be well at the 
time to announce through your col- 
umns a few facts relative to our No- 
vember 14th and 15th sale, which may 
prove of interest to the readers of 
the World.

With 
a view toward incorporating their 
ideas into our sole project, we have 
this Fall made arrangements with the 
State veterinarian, Dr. H. Ebson, 
whereby he personally supervises the 
tuberculin testing, consequently merit- 
ing the approval of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for the sale. We 
have gone further and offer the sixty- 
day retest guarantee to all prospective 
buyers as an evidence of good faith. 


‘We have also succeeded in eliminating 


the pernicious practice of by-bidding. 
To illustrate: In our spring sale we 
lead 152 head into the ring. Every 
animal, without exception, was sold, 
or to put it more accurately, every 
sale was bona-fide. From these facts 
it can be gleaned that the Inter- 
County Holstein Association is doing 
all in its power to protect the interests 
of the buyer. 

However, our sale would fall short 
of the mark had we only protection to 
offer the buyer and we feel safe here 
in making the boast that our cattle 
represented the very best strains of 
breeding in the country—a _ goodly 
number bearing creditable A. R. O.

The Method at Brothertown 


At the outset let me make myself 
clear. 1 don’t believe it possible to 
get all cows in the condition we desire 
with exactly the same treatment. Of- 
tentimes the same animal needs dif- 
ferent care at different times to get 
her at her best. I don’t mean by this, 
however, that we should change her 
ration in fitting any more than is ab- 
solutely necessary. I have found that 
the kind of fat we desire on a cow at 
freshening time is largely obtained by 
the use of liberal quantities of oil 
meal, this mixed with different grains 
so that the animal will eat as much as 
possible. This being the case it is 
paramount to study the individual 
members of the herd to get a line on 
their appetites and their ability to di- 
gest the grain. This ability is largely 
due to the development the heifer or

cow has had up to this time. For in- 


stance, an animal that has been poorly 
fed and more or less stunted, will get 
“off feed” and stay off much longer 
than one that is properly developed. 
It is necessary in getting a cow fitted 
to her maximum production to give 
her a rest period. The proper length 
of time a cow should be dry is hard to 
determine, but it is not usually profit- 
able, all things considered, to have 
them dry longer than three months. 
The average cow can be successfully 
dried off in four or five weeks without 
causing any injury to the udder. The 
method I use is to start milking only 
once a day when the cow is about four 
months from freshening. Then as she 
decreases in amount of milk, go to ev- 
ery other day, until finally stripping 
out occasionally.

laxative to start with, but if too much 
so, use a couple of handfuls of dried 
blood in two feeds daily. .I use char- 
coal and have had best results with 
“Cow Tone”—a tablespoonful in each 
feed. ‘ P 

See that the manger 1s clean after 
each feed and occasionally scrub out 
with hot water. It is very essential 
to at all times have a cow hungry and 
ready for her feed. 

One of the things often overlooked 
in fitting is a lot of careful grooming. 
This should be done as soon as con- 
venient after the morning and noon 
feeds. The animal, should she have 
long hair, will do much better if clip- 
ped, but even when clipped the groom- 
ing is just as necessary. The coat, 
after a few weeks, should be _ nice, 
sleek and oily. 

The feeder can easily be governed 
by how the cow is eating—about how 
much she is able to handle. Increase 
very gradually on the amount until 
she is eating from 18 to 24 lbs., ac- 
cording to the cow. Also increase 
the amount of wet pulp to about 16 
quarts per day. When about one 
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week from freshening, I think it is 
best, in most cases, to lighten up on 
the grain. This, however, depends 
wholly upon the condition of the ud- 
der. Should the udder be hot and 
feverish, give plenty of beet pulp with 
bran and oats, and no ensilage. 

The cow should have exercise at 
least once a day if the weather is fav- 
orable. We do our fitting in the Fall 
and Winter and usually finish testing 
in June. I am asked to give the 
leading cows in the herd that I have 
handled and developed at Brother- 
town. Of course, Sadie Vale Con- 
cordia 4th and Sadie Vale Concordia 
4th Pietje are the best examples. The 
former weighed 2075 lbs. two weeks 
prior to freshening. The daughter 
and Sadie Cornucopia Wayne weighed 
just about a ton each:

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Rye On The Farm 


There are many excellent reasons 
for growing rye on the farm, accord- 
ing to specialists of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, even though in 
most localities it is less profitable as a 
grain crop than wheat. Rye is hard- 
ier and can therefore be grown as a 
winter grain in cold, exposed places. 
It will do well on sandy, poor or acid 
land. It may be sown later than 
wheat, thus fitting well into the farm 
schedule, especially where there is a 
rush of work in the fall. It is attacked 
by fewer insects and diseases than 
wheat, produces a more _ valuable 
straw, requires less fertilizer, and, be- 
ing earlier, is better as a forage crop. 
In addition, in some sections, the pro- 
duction value per acre from rye act- 
ually exceeds that of wheat. This was 
true in the five-year period from 1910 
to 1914 in South Carolina, Alabama, 
Texas, Minnesota, North Dakota and 
South Dakota. 


The production of rye in the United 
States is not evenly distributed, 80 
per cent. of the acreage being in the 
eastern half of the country. Of this 
most is in Minnesota and the States 
east of the Mississippi and north of 
the Ohio rivers. In the last few years, 
however, there has been a tendency 
toward the spread of rye culture to 
new regions.

Stop fever 
medicine when temperature becomes 
normal, 

Kindly advise me in regard to a young cow’s 
condition, which acts strange. She may be 
eating or walking and all at once she will bel- 
low, froth at mouth,—she may fall or plunge 
around for a very short time when she will 
again act normal.

The involuntary actions of your cow 
are caused by fits. It may be caused 
by her stomach being foul and over- 
loaded. It fat, reduce her condition. 
Give her physic often. Keep her in a 
cool stable—consult vour veterinary.

If she is not of great value, per- 
haps you would do well to let the 
butcher have her.

The most satisfactory way to inject 
creosote into silo staves is by impreg- 
nation under pressure. It may some- 
times be possible for a farmer to haul 
his untreated silo to a creosoting plant 
and have it treated, but pressure treat- 
ments will usually have to be made by 
the manufacturer before the silo is sold. 
Some manufacturers are already doing 
this and it is now possible to purchase 
a pressure-treated silo all ready to set 
up. 

Next to pressure treatment, open-tank 
treatment is best; but on account of 
the length of the staves and the long, 
narrow tank required it may be incon- 
venient to use this method. A good 
combination treatment would be to give 
‘the lower 2 or 3 feet of each stave an 
open-tank treatment’ and the remainder 
a two-coat brush treatment. If this is 
done, the part of the staves most sub- 
ject to decay will recetve the heaviest 
treatment. All the wood which touches

Call in the most resourceful veteri- 
nary within reach. Pneumonia is gen- 
erally brought on by exposure, follow- 
ed by chill and quick rising tempera- 
ture, rapid pulse and respiration, pain- 
ful cough with decided pain in chest— 
often one side more affected than the 
other. Next stage will develop phy- 
sical signs of consolidation of lung 
tissue. Treatment in all cases should 
be prompt and active from the start. 
Give a quick acting purgative. Use 
anemas to expedite matters in clens- 
ing out the gastro-intestinal tract, 
which will help ward off autotoxemia 
and clean up the mucous membranes, 
whose duty it is to absorb medicinal 
remedies. Now, to relieve pulmonary 
congestion, to restore proper circula- 
tory equilibrium and still the flutter- 
ing heart, the doctor will have to cau- 
tiously use his alkaloids or tinctures 
with plasters, cotton or oiled silk ap- 
plied to the chest and oxygen given 
if indicated at this stage. Gratifying 
results should appear. 

During convalescence cough mix- 
tures must play an important part in 
loosening the secretions and soothing 
the cough. Diet should be soft and 
limited in order not to cause digestive 
trouble. Every case has its problems 
and will present its own indications 
which must be carefully considered in 
order to accomplish the best results. 
A competent doctor will be able to 
explain his case and treatment to his 
client’s satisfaction and also suggest 
preventative measures to help mini- 
mize the chances of a recurrence. 


Caring For Silos 


treated. As with any treated timber, no 
sawing or cutting that can be prevented 
should be done after the wood is treated. 
All untreated surfaces necessarily ex- 
posed by cutting should be heavily 
painted with the preservative. 

One possible objection to the use of 
creosoted lumber in silos is that the sil- 
age might be contaminated by creosote 
bleeding from the wood. Information 
obtained from the Forest Service, how- 
ever, indicates that there is little danger 
of this if proper care is used. 

Of the woods in general use for silo 
construction, the pines are, as a class, 
the most easily treated; hemlock, tam- 
arack, spruce and Douglas fir are some- 
what more difficult. With pressure 
treatment the greatest saving can 
usually be effected by using the cheaper 
woods, as the difference in the durability 
of the various species is less after 
treatment than before. It is questionable 
if the treatment of such durable species 
as heart redwood and heart cypress 
would pay.

Living Costs Go Up 
Marked increase in the cost of living is 
shown in the rising tendency of prices 
of foodstuffs on October 1, reports of 
which are just being received at the De- 


‘partment of Agriculture from the princi- 


pal markets of the country. 

With flour selling at prices higher 
than at any time since the Civil War, 
due principally to the shortage of the 
wheat crop this year, the cost of pota- 
toes has mounted also. Meat prices 
continue to advance with prices being 
paid producers of meat animals show- 
ing almost 24 per cent. over what was 
paid a year ago. 

Butter, eggs and cheese all are sell- 
ing at higher prices for this time of the 
year and beans show an increase of 
more than 70 per cent. over a year ago 
because of the short crop. Onions and 
cabbages are higher. 

Prices paid to producers of farm pro- 
ducts increased 9.3 per cent. during 
August, while during the last eight years 
these prices have shown a decrease of 
about 2.1 per cent. during that month, 
September began with the index figures 
of these prices 21.9 per cent. higher than 
it was a year ago. 


They Must Be Fed 


It is folly to think that a dairy cow 
will produce large amounts of milk on 
poor rations. The cow that runs around 
the straw stack all day, and at night 
receives only. some corn fodder and a 
few “nubbins,” cannot be expected to 
be a profitable cow, even tho she has 
the ability to produce well under a better 
svs‘em of feeding. 

"Farmers have not yet fully rcalized the 
value of silage as a feed for the dairy 
cow, and the fact that it takes the 
place of green pasture in the winter ra- 
tion. For the best results the dairy cow 
should receive from 30 to 40 pounds of 
silage each day, and from 10 to 15 
pounds of clover, alfalfa, cow-pea or 
some other legume hay, or all she will 
clean up. In addition to this she should 
receive a grain ration made up somewhat 
as follows: Six parts ground corn, 

parts oats or. bran and 2 parts of cot- 
tonseed-meal. Feed this mixture at 
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the rate of one pound for. each 3% 
pounds of milk produced. os 

In case it is not possible to feed silage 
or any legume hay, and corn storer oF 
shredded fodder have to be fed a 
the grain ration should be arranged y 
adding oilmeal to it. With this change 
the ration would read: six parts ground 
corn, 4 parts oats or bran, 2 parts cotton- 
seed-meal and 2 parts oilmeal. Feed this 
ration at the rate as specified above. 
The reason for adding oilmeal is found 
in the fact that silage and legume hay 
are somewhat laxative in nature and 
since the oilmeal possesses this quality 
it makes a good substitute. 

Farmers would do well to take a little 
time and find out just how many pounds 
of milk their cows are producing, how 
much butterfat this milk contains, how 
much it costs them to feed their cows 
and how much profit they are actually 
making on the investment. It is an act- 
ual fact that more than half of the cows 
that are kept by the average farmer are 
not even paying for their board. In 
some cases the farmer even pays for the 
privilege of milking. The fact is due 
largely to the method of feeding that is 
being used and also to the fact that many 
cows do not have the ability to produce 
regardless of the ration fed. A thoro 
knowledge of dairy rations, and _ still 
more, a knowledge of the cow’s ability, 
will work wonders in the farm dairy 
business. — T. Weed Harvey, Purdue 
University. 





Cows Need Care 

A good cow requires good care. An 
investigation made in Ohio showed one 
cow given extra feed and care produced 
80 per cent. more milk and 67 per cent. 
more butter fat than in previous years. 
This increase was produced at 77 cents 
less per 100 pounds of milk and 23 cents 
less per pound of butter fat.

as to date, place, and circumstances 
under which the bird was taken, will 
be of service to the Survey in its ef- 
forts to determine the longevity of 
individual ducks and the routes of 
migration of the species. The bands 
are being attached to considerable 
numbers of wild duck of several spe- 
cies which have been cured of the 
duck sickness prevalent around Great 
Salt Lake, Utah, and there released. 
The department is particularly anx- 
10us to secure reports from these birds 
to determine their complete recovery 
irom this malady which has killed 
hundreds of thousands of ducks in 
Utah.

Calf Feeding Utensils 

Scrupulous care is necessary in keep- 
ing utensils used for calf feeding pur- 
poses clean and sanitary. There should 
be no seams or open joints where dirt 
can find lodging. Tin or galvanized 
iron pails are preferable to wooden 
ones. Wooden pails are hard to keep 
clean. 

All utensils used for feeding calves 
should be thoroughly sterilized with 
steam or hot water after each feeding, 
Pails for feeding should be kept in a 
clean rack when not in use and they 
should not be used for other purposes. 
Where it is feasible, the use of individ- 
ual pails for each calf is recommended. 
Many cases of calf scours or other di- 
gestive troubles might be avoided if 
clean utensils were used for feeding— 
Pennsylvania Experiment Station Bul- 
letin. 





Better Care Will Pay 


Heavier feeding and extra care of 
cows will pay in more than half the dairy 
herds of Ohio. 

One cow given extra feed and care 
produced 80 per cent. more milk and 67 
per cent. more butterfat than in pre- 
vious years. This increase was produced 
at 77 cents less per 100 pounds milk 
and 23 cents less per pound of butterfat.
